3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: in singly of 
combination, prior arts of record failed to teach extracting means for extracting access 
information, i.e., access key and attributes, as illustrated in fig. 5, which is contained in an 
electronic mail, based upon the attribute in the access key, determined whether all versions of 
object, e.g., attachments, are permissible or accessible. The apparatus, further comprises access 
means for accessing all versions of the object if the access information indicated permission; the 
access means accesses all versions of the objects, and presented all versions of the objects in at- 
a-glance, i.e., thumb nails, icons, fashion (as illustrated in fig 6C).
